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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1907. 


To the District and Town of Chesterfield: 


We present this, our annual report, with a reasonable degree 
of satisfaction as regards the progress made by the several schools 
throughout the town. 

With a change of teachers there is always a change of methods, 
hardly any two working on precisely the same lines, so while we 
gain in some things we may lose in others. 

While good discipline is absolutely necessary for best results, 
good training and an abundance of push combined with common 
sense are desirable qualities. We find it difficult to find teachers 
endowed with all these qualities, the demand far exceeds the sup- 
ply, so to secure the best and keep them necessitates the paying of 
higher wages in some instances than formerly. 

Schools Nos. 1 and 3, at the West part of the town, also No. 5 
grammar and primary, at the Center, and No. 13 grammar and 
primary, at Spofford, have each had thirty weeks school during the 
year. No. 9, for lack of numbers, had no school in the spring and 
fall, what scholars there were being sent to No. 1 and No. 5. No. 
7 and No. 10 have had no school during the year, the few scholars 
being provided for at other schools, we believe with general 
satisfaction. After paying all bills there remains a_ balance 
in the treasury of $192.88, showing conclusively that the 
scholars can be more economically schooled when  consoli- 
dated than when all the little schools are maintained. The ques- 
tion of paying for the transportation of scholars is a perplexing 
one, and it is difficult to maintain an equal and just rate. The 
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practice of paying those who come from beyond the old district 
limits has been followed, but this is not always just, for it some- 
times happens that famihes living about the same distance from 
the schoolhouse, those being outside the limit get paid for trans- 
porting scholars while the others are obliged to carry theirs for 
nothing. 

Too little interest is manifested by parents in visiting schools, 
oftentimes mistaken ideas prevail in regard to the work that is be- 
ing done in the school, but when some interest is shown by the 
parents both teacher and pupil are stimulated to do better work.
